'The subject-matter .of claims 1-11 is about a condenser microphone which is provided to. 
enhance the connection accuracy between the terminals' of the" main PCB- and' those of the 
condenser microphone. 

The technical feature of the present invention is that the condenser microphone is 
assembled by arranging ' a diaphragm, a spacer, a shield ring, a back plate, an 
integrated base and a PCB sequentially, and curling the end part of a case. 



Dl discloses a condenser microphone, which comprises a case, a polar ring, a diaphragm, 
a back plate, a first base, a second base and a PCB, and which is provided to bring the 
terminals of the condenser microphone into prominence higher than the curling section. 
Dl also discloses a technical feature that an IC mounted on the PCB can include a FET, 
an amplifier, an A/D converter, a decimation filter, and a digital interface. 

Claims 1-3 are not considered to be novel. 

Claims 4-7 include an integrated base as their technical feature, but it would be 
obvious to a skilled person in the art from the view-point of document Dl. 

The further technical features of claims 8, 10, 11 are not explicitly disclosed in 
document Dl, but they would be obvious to a skilled person in the art, and the further 
technical feature of claim 9 is disclosed in document Dl as above. 

Therefore, the subject-matter of claims 1-3 is not considered to be novel, and the 
subject-matter of claims 4-11 is not considered to involve an inventive step. 
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
